Soyer would have him fattened by five weeks’ 
feeding on a paste of mashed potatoes, flour, 
Indian corn and barley; while Parmentier, 
another authority on cooking, says that to 
obtain all possible advantage from the 
turkey ‘‘they must be killed at the same 
time as pigs, then cut the turkey in quarters,

SOME HINTS FOR THE COOK. 


FLAKY PASTRY FOR MINCE PIES. 

General Rules.—(1) Keep everything as 
cool sna posethtle, (2) Wandle as little -s 
possible. (3) Fat must be evenly distributed 
throughout the flour. (4) Subjece co greacest 
heat at first. 


Ingredients.—4 lh. flour, 6 os. lard 
and butter sisal. pinch salt, cold water 
(about I gill), 4 teaspoonful lemon juice. 

Method.—Miz the lard and butter to- 
gether. Divide into four. Rub one part 
into the flour, ta which pinch of salt is 
added. Add lemon to the water, and 
mix to an elastic dough. Turn out on to 
a hoard and work lightly. Roll out, 
lace one part of the butter and lard on 
in little pata. Flour lightly, fold im 
three, id the open edges with the roll. 
ing pin, Turn the pastry, so that the 
sealed edges are to and from one. Roll 
out again. Proceed similarly with the 
rest of the shortening. Set pastry aside 
for half an hour in a cool place. Roll 
out twice more, in all giving five roll: 
ings. Use as required, 


MINCE PIES. 


Ingredients.— lh, flaky pastry. 
(Mincemeat “a IR given in November.) 

Method.—Make the flaky pastry and 
roll wut thinly, cut into rounds, and line 
the required number of " patty’ tina, 
fll with mincemeat and cover with 
another round of pastry, brush with egg, 
and bake in a hot oven for ten minutes, 
then in a more moderate oven for fifteen 
minutes, 


CHOOSING THE TURKEY, 


Turkeys when young have short spurs and 
smooth black legs; when the legs are pale, 
or reddish and rough, and the spurs long, 
these marks may be taken as sure indica- 
tions of age. When freshly killed the eves 
should be full and bright. The cock bird 
is usually selected for roasting, and the hen 
for boiling.

Ingredients,—1 turkey, 1-2 The. of

VEAL FORCEMEAT. 

Ingredients.—4 lb .breadcrumba, 4 oz. 
suet (chopped), 3 teaspoonfuls parsley 
(choppedi, 4 teaspoonful aweet herbs, á 
lemon rind (grated), salt, pepper, 
cayenne, 1 egg, little milk. 

Method.—M iz all the dry ingredients 
together, and moisten with the egg and 
milk 

SAGE AND ONTON STUFFING. 

Ingredients.—4 large onions, 4 th. 
hreadcrumbs, 14 o:a. fat, J teaspoonful 
sade, salt, pepper. Milk or egg to hind, 

Method,.—Parboil and chop the onions, 
mix the ingredients together, season well, 
and bind with egg or milk.

Entering the United States.

‘distinguished stranger ’’ Presi- 
dent Cosgrave probably will be taken 
ashore on a tue when the liner reaches 
New York and landed at “the Battery,’ 
within sight of the Free State trade offices 
occupied by Mr. Lindsay Crawford at the 
hottom of Broadway. He will thus escape 
the three inspections that have to be 
undergone by less celebrated visitors to the 
States—by a doctor, by a Customs officer, 
and hy the immigration authorities.

A Lucky Snapshot. 


The rebuilding of Upper Sackville 
street, Dublin, is proceeding slowly. As 
us the building on the site of the 
Hamman Hotel is completed, I understood 
that work will be commenced on the 
opposite side, where the Edinburgh Hotel 
and on the site next door to it. 
During the * civil war ” I had the unique 
experience of inaking my way from 
l‘arnell street through holes in the interior 
walls of. the buildings down as far as the 
(ommercial Catholic Club. At that time 
the anti-Government forces occupied the 
buildings on the other side, from Bridge- 
mann’s Corner (known for some time 
atterwards as Dead Man’s Corner) down 
t» Cathedral lane, and they kept up a 
continuous fire on the opposite edifices 
which I was exploring in company with 
an officer and soldiers of the Free State 
Army. I entered through Mooney 's public- 
house in Parnell! street, which was held 
by the Government troops, with the doors 
strongly barricaded and climbed up the 
spiral staircase until I came out behind 
the half-finished structure now occupied 
by the Provincial Bank of Ireland. Ina 
front room which one entered by crawling 
along the floor a Lewis gunner was ex- 
changing leaden compliments with the 
people over the way, and the bare, white- 
washed wal!s were pockmarked with testi- 
monials to the accuracy of the opposition’s 
markmanship. I managed to get a fairly 
good photograph of the Gresham Hotel, 
with its mattress-barricade windows, by 
balancing the camera on the jacket of the 
Lewis “un.

Some of the “ enemy were in fhe 
building now occupied by Siemens- 
Schuckert as a little party of the Free 
State soldiers found out when they bored 
their way into the Catholic Club next 
door and, proceeding downstairs, peeped 
into the back lane.

One of the first enthusiasts for the re- 
vival and setting of old Irish airs was 
u German. His name, Carl Hardebecke, 
will forever be associated with the tradi- 
tional airs of Galway and Mayo. Now, 
once again, Germany has bethought her 
of Irish music, and sent an invitation to 
an Irishman—Mr. Gerard Crofts—to 
come and broadcast Irish songs for the 
first time from Berlin and Stuttgert, 
Frankfurt and Langeberg. Mr. Crofta 
left Dublin for Germany jon Saturday, 
and will sing Anglo-Irish and Gaelic 
songs, which he will give in the original. 

The best known of these are Una Bhan 
(set to music by Hardebecke), My Lagan 
Love (words by Joseph Campbell), an 
Ulster song, and Connaught Street 
Ballad, collected by Nell Byrne. Two of 
the Melodies of Thomas Moore are in- 
cluded in the programme, as well as a 
strange and interesting song called ‘‘ The 
Repentance of John Hoare,’’ which. ap- 
pears in the recent publication by Mrs. 
Clandillon. A Hymn to Ireland, by 
the late Thomas Ashe, wil] conclude the 
programme, of which explanatory notes 
will be given in German. 

Mr. Crofts and his brother, Joseph, 
have been associated with the Irish 
musical movement for many years. He 
has sung each year (with the exception of 
last year) at the Celtic Congress, and he 
has broadcasted from Dublin, Cork, 
Betfast and Scotland. He is particularly 
well known to musical Celts, whether they 
be in Highland Scotland, Brittany or 
[reland. ' 

Mr. Crofts is a good Gaelic scholar. 
His father was a Papal Zouave, who had 
heen trained in a military school in 
Austria, fought against Garibaldi, and 
later joined the Fenians. 


The Prince as a Speaker. 


I wrote the other day about the Prince 
as a shopper; but His Royal Highness 
is so many-sided in

To find a remedy for the unemployment 
problem in the Free State is the heavy 
task assigned to the Committee recently 
appointed by the Go- i 
vernment.

Vincent Rice, K.C., 
who is proving him- 
self a capable Chair- 
man. This Commit- 
tee already has had 
a mass of evidence 
placed before it, and 
its members are 
working like Trojans.

portals of the Land Commission Court, 
over which Mr. Justice, now” Sir John, 
Ross, the last of the Irish Lord Chan- 
cellors, presided. For many years he 
was an,official of the Land Commission, 
and when he joined the Bar among those 
who gave him practical encouragement 
were solicitors practising in that Court. 
It was only within recent years that he 
was tempted to enter the stormy arena 
of politics. His first venture as a Par- 
liamentary candidate was made in the 
South Dublin constituency, which he won 
as a nominee of the National League. 
When he again wooed his constituents at 
the recent general election, as a Govern- 
ment nominee, he was defeated. In his 
short life in the Dáil he quickly won his 
Parliamentary spurs, and in no quarter 
was his disappearance more regretted 
than on the Government benches. A com- 
paratively young man, Mr. Rice, it is 
hoped, has many years of legal and Par- 
liamentary service before him. 


Duke Designs Portable House. 


To be incapacitated by illness is a rare 
experience for the Duke of Atholl, and to 
a man of his restless energy an irritating 
one. During the South African War, 
following an ancient Highland custom, 
he raised a regiment of his own and he 
had his share of the European War, in 
which he attained the rank of Brigadier- 
General.

Interviewed on his arrival in London last 
night from Dublin Mr, Laurence Cowen said— 

Poor ' Biddy,” why won't people leave her 
alone’ She tried to please everybody 
Friday afternoon, and with the trifling ex- 
ception of nine-tenths of the great audience 
who accepted the invitation to be present in 
the very theatre which had refused the con- 
tractual public presentation, failed in 
her object. 

Your critic thinks it about the worst play 
written ; do all the other Dublin 
critics, whose agreement when they do agree 
is wonderful. There is just some small con- 
to be derived from the bludgeoning 
of the J/rish Times authority on theatrical 
matters; for he goes on to say that the 
standard of such things in Dublin is lament- 
ably low, that fears the time of seeing 
good plays there is g ever, and similar 
jeremiads. I do pity him so; for well do I 
know how one’s judgment becomes warped 
when exercised in one quality of iare—too 
much you know; and the worst is, 
one loses faculty for knowing a good 
thing when one sees it if one has too much 
of a bad thing. 

But if 1 have failed to please your dramatic 
critics, Í must perforce remain content with 
the second rate reviews which practically the 
entire London and cross-Channel Press has 
given to my poor work.

A strong appeal on behalf oí the St. Vin- 
cent de Vaul Free Night Shelter for Home- 
less Catholic Men’ was: made yesterday in 
the large Supper Hall of the Institution in 
Back lane, Dublin. 

Mr. ‘Thomas Sexton, 
that that shelter, which was founded some 
years ago to meet a sad and pressing social 

want in the city, had admirably served its 
purpose. That success had been. essentially 
due to the potency and great intrinsic merit 
of the work. It had also been promoted in 
some degree’“by other contributory causes. 
At ali times, from first to last, the adminis- 
tration of the shelter had been earnest and, 
therefore, good. They now saw the sheiter 
from day to day filling what had been for 
so long an aching void. They saw it pre- 
vent, so far as its seope extended, anv 
growth of that pernici form. of social 
waste which abandoned to enforced idleness 
and to all its bad results men who wanted 
to earn a living by their labour if they were 
enabled or allowed to do so. They saw that 
shelter from year to year providing a home 
{ » homeless men and saving them from sore 
humiliation, bitter suffering, and possibly 
despair. 

The annual report set out the amount of 
work done. The whole expenditure for last 
year was £1,767. To him the surprise was 
that the amount was so small, especially 
when he saw that the admissions numbered 
34,026, and that meals to double that number 
were supplied, being supper and breakfast to 
every man admitted. Distributing the total 
expenditure over the total admissions they 
found that the we ion of gross cost re 
presented or attributable to one admission 
as just a shilling, “ne not more. 


THE MONTH'S EXPENDITURE, 

The interim report of the committee for 
the ten completed months ending with Octo- 
ber informed them that there was an actual 
expenditure required during the past year 
fo. building snd for permanent plant in 
th: neighbourhood of £1,000.

Aftermath of War. 


A curious after-effect of the Great War 
on the economic life of Britain is seen in 
an inquiry sent out by the British 
Ministry of Labour. During the war 
years the birth-rate sank, so that in the 
years immediately after the armistice there 
was a disproportionately small number of 
infants in the population. Thirteen years 
have passed since the first year of the war, 
and the national supply of labour is 
beginning to show a shortage of young 
recruits. This will be progressively 
marked for some years to come. It is 
calculated that in 1933 there will be 
419,000 fewer juvenile workers available 
for employment than in the present year— 

a decline of 20 per cent. This year the 
number working is 2,175,000; six years 
hence it. will be 1,756,000. After 1933 
the supply of juvenile labour will increase 
temporarily, corresponding with the 
revival of the birth-rate after the national 
demobilisation. The Ministry of Labour

Oil on the Waters. 


The rapid ousting of the steamship by 
the oil-burning motor-ship has created an 
unforeseen and perplexing problem. ‘This 
is nothing less than the pollution of the 
ocean. Oil waste, discharged upon the sea, 
continues to float upon the waves until 
ultimately it finds its way to the shore. 
In congested waters, like the seas around 
England, the quantity of foul matter thus 
arriving on the beaches is so considerable 
that it is said that in thirty English 
watering-places bathing already has become 
disagreeable. Sea birds are poisoned and 
the fisheries suffer. The oyster supply 1s 
reported already to have declined through 
the same cause. As oil-burning ships 
consume their fuel at sea, they are obliged 
to rectify the loss of ballast by taking 
sea water into the empty tanks, When 
they reach port, or when they are nearing 
it, they must empty their tanks; and the 
expelled water ballast carries with it 
washings of oil amounting to about one 
per cent. in volume, or an average of ten 
tons per vessel. This is the chief source 
of the pollution, and engineers have 
striven to devise a means to evade the 
discharge of waste oil. It is reported 
that a satisfactory means at last has been 
contrived. It consists of a mechanical 
separator through which contaminated 
ballast water is pumped when the ship 
is in port, together with a glass silk filter 
which completes the purification of the 
fluid. The oil thus is separated and re- 
tained while the water is sent overboard. 
It is no more expensive to pump water 
through the separator and filter than 
simply to pump it over the bulwark, so 
that the oil recovered is pure gain. While 
the separating plant costs about £1,000, 
it is estimated to save oil to the value of 
£30 on every vovage, or—if we reckon three 
weeks as the average period between 
replenishments of fuel—half its capital 
cost every year.

It is true that 
there is a great deal which is archaic in 
our Prayer-book, and that many of our 
formulas might be improved and broucht 
up-to-date, making it as representative as 
possible of the devotion and desires of 
every Churchman. But vou cannot have a 
single Communion Service to suit every- 
one. You must have an alternative. 

There are also people who never will be 
satisfied with anything which is prepared 
for them, who must have a foreign model.

Personally I stand 
by the old ways of the Church of England, 
and I must protest against anything which 
cuts away from that. 


A SUGGESTED REMEDY. 

BrisHop Hamitton Baynes (Rector of

WHAT 69 WITNESSES

BUTCHERS IGNORE 
MARKET FLUCTUATIONS. 


Sixty-nine witnesses on the meat ques- 
tion appeared before the Tribunal, in- 
cluding two producers and fifty-eight 
butchers. 

It must be borne in mind, says the report, 
that seasonal variations occur in the prices 
of iat cattle and sheep. Generally it may 
be stated that from November primary 
prices begin to rise, reaching their highest 
about the end of April or the beginning 
of May. Butchers stated that they did not 
vary their retail prices in accordance 
with these seasonal changes, but the 
practice was by no means universal. 

Primary prices in 1926 were 
stantially lower than in 1925; but the 
decline in the early part of 1926 was not 
adequately reflected in retail prices, 
though the position from the consumer's 
point of view improved considerably from 
July, 1926, a date which synchronises with 
the opening of the Tribunal’s investiga- 
tions. 


LACK OF BUSINESS EFFICIENCY. 
While little difficulty was experienced 
in ascertaining retail prices, it was found 
that outside Dublin the  victuallers 
generally were unable to state accurately 
cost prices per pound. Except in a few 
cases, records of cost prices did not 
appear to be kept. ... Traders generally

ness efficiency was very much in evidence 
when the Tribunal required production ol 
accounts. 

The practice of having trading results 
examined by an. auditor was confined to 
the higher-class of victuallers, and their 
main object appeared to be to meet the 
demands of the Inland Revenue authori- 
ties.

The main object of the inquiry was to 
effect a comparison between prices paid 
by the consumer and prices Femived by 
the producer. In the case of meat this is 
a matter of involving a long and difficult 
analysis of the elements which make up 
the net cost per pound to the butcher and 
the average price per pound received by 
him. The live weight of the animal, the 
dressed carcase weight, the value of the 
offals, etc., the methods of cutting up 
the carcase, waste in drying and cutting, 
and the proportion and prices of the 
different joints have. all to be taken into 
consideration before a true comparison 
can be made. 


RELATION OF DEAD TO LIVE 
WEIGHT. 

The dressed carcase of a beast, when 
ready for cutting up for sale, excludes 
the following items, which have been in- 
cluded in the weight oí the beast when 
bought “on hoof’’:—Hide and horns, 
tallow, head, tongue and tail, feet, 
kidneys, back collop, heart, liver, lungs, 
windpipe and spleen, blood, stomach, 
entrails, etc. Among butchers the usual 
assumption is that the ratio of the weight 
of the beef alone to the live weight of the 
animal is four-sevenths, or 57 per cent. 
Fat beasts fed for show often dressed up 
to 65 per cent. Taking half a dozen 
samples, the Tribunal shows that the 
average value of the offals, etc., per pound 
of dead weight was 98d. in the case of 
beef and 2.24d.. in the case of mutton. 
The net cost per pound of meat to the 
butcher can thus be arrived at with close 
approximation by deducting from the dead 
weight cost ld. per pound in the case of 
beef and 2d. per pound in the case of 
mutton. 


EVIDENCE DIFFICULT TO OBTAIN. 

It is common knowledge that retail 
prices of mutton and beef vary according 
to the particular. joint or cut purchased, 
and it is accordingly very important for a 
true comparison between cost and selling 
prices to ascertain what proportion of each 
cut can be obtained from the dressed 
carcase. The Tribunal experienced cecn- 
siderable difficulty in obtaining evidence 
on this point. Butchers as a rule co not 
carry out a costing process to letermine 
retail prices, and methods of cutting vary 
in different places |

DUBLIN MEAT TRADE. 
RETAIL PRICES TOO HIGH. 


Practically all the meat consumed in 
Dublin is purchased in the Dublin Cattle 
Market. The Tribunal was of opinion, 
however, that vendors of foreign meat 
should be compelled to label it as such, 
and to state the ‘fact on all accounts and 
invoices, and they make a recommendation 
to that effect. 


As the majority of fat stock in the 


_ Dublin Market, except for a short period 


of the year, are bought for export to 
Great Britain prices of stock for home 
consumption are ruled by the amount of 
cross-Channe] competition, and not bv the’ 
cost of production.

SIX MEN ALIVE. 


RAMMED IN A FOG 
BY DESTROYER. 


‘ -'TAPSON THE HULL 


DIVERS” ATTEMPT 
AT. RESCUE.

One of the most powerful submarines of 
the United States Navy, the S.4, was 
rammed by the American destroyer Pauld- 
ing last Saturday afternoon, during a thick 
fog, at the entrance to Provincetown 
Harbour, and sank immediately in 100 feet 
of water. 

There are between forty and forty-five 
officers and men on board. One of the 
fleet of rescue boats that was despatched 
to the seene of the accident returned to 
Provincetown yesterday, and reported that 
one of the divers who had been sent down 
to the submarine heard tappings inside it, 
which he described as like oscillating 
signals. This report, however. could not 
be immediately confirmed. 


SIX MEN ALIVE. 

A message this morning from Reuter’s 
Correspondent at Washington states that 
the Navy Department announces that 
divers have found six men alive in the 
torpedo room of the submarine. 

Air is being pumped into the submarine 
and conversation has been established be- 
tween the divers and the men in the 
torpedo room by means of hammer knocks 
on the hull. 


DESTROYER DAMAGED.

UNABLE TO GIVE HELP- 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PROVINCETOWN (MASS.), 
Sunday. 

To-day divers are on the scene. They 
began their salvage operations at dawn, 
but were considerably handicapped owing 
to the rough sea. The wreck was located 
at about midnight by a coastguard boat, 
which reported the submarine to be in 
about a hundred feet of water. Coastguard 
destroyers were many hours searching the 
sea with searchlights before locating the 
wreck. 

Running along the suriace of the sea, 
only partly submerged in preparation for 
entering the harbour, the 8.4, which was 
one of the most powerful submarines in 
the American Navy, disappeared com- 
pletely from .view in a smear of oil, after 
the coastguard vessel had plunged through 
the conning tower of the craft, while the 
destroyer, crippled by the blow, and un- 


able to risk remaining in the vicinity, was 
barely able to make the nearest beach 
before sinking. The Paulding is now high 
and dry on the shore near Provincetown 
Harbour. 


A SEVERE LOSS. 

The loss of the ship is a severe blow to 
the United States Navy, for the 8.4 was 
an important unit in the undersea craft 
service. The fact that it is the second 
disaster suffered in this vicinity, and to 
vessels of the same class also, makes the 
loss peculiarly unfortunate. The 8.51 was 
rammed and sunk on September 25th, 
1927, during a fog, by the City of Rome, 
twenty miles off Block Island, in Iona 
Island Sound, with a loss of thirty-seven 
officers and men. 

Dredging crews in tugs were imme- 
diately despatched to search for the 
sunken submarine. It is believed that the 
vessel was flooded immediately that the 
smash came, leaving the crew no time to 
shut themselves off in any compartment. 
The accident occurred at 3.45 p.m., an 
the Provincetown Radio Station, ten 
minutes later, had a flash from the wire- 
less operator cf the Paulding that the 8.4 
had gone down, and that the Paulding, 
which was itself leaking, was attempting 


to make shore. 


LIKE A FLASH. 

The vicinity of the disaster, despite the 
fog, was located, and within an hour after 
the sinking fishermen and tug crews were 
scouring the muggy surface of the sea 
for signs of the unfortunate sailors, or 
anv evidence of the ship itself, but all 
efforts were fruitless. Officers on board 
the Paulding, which sustained a ripped 
bow and torn port side, declare that they 
did not see the S.4 until it was crashing 
under the bows, and that none of them 
heard the fog siren of the 8.4 if it was 
sounding, as should have been the case in 
such weather. 

“ We were steaming along at reduced 
speed, making our usual patrol of the 
coast, when the crash came,’’ one officer 
stated. “I myself was on the bridge 
when the collision occurred, and I did 
not see the S.4 until I heard the crash. 
I heard a yell from our man in the 
“ crow’s nest,” rushed to the side and 
could just make out the tail of the sub- 
marine. We cut right through the 
conning tower, as far as I can make out. 
1 caught no sign of anybody on board, 
and I believe that the conning tower was 
closed when the crash came.”’ 


THE LOOK-OUT’S STATEMENT. 

Others on board the Paulding made 
similar statements. The look-out in the 
“ crow’s nest ” reported that, though he 
was maintaining his usual vigilance, he 
did not know anything about the sub- 
mersible till he heard the crash. Accord- 
ing to him the destroyer ploughed right 
through the U boat, unable to cut down 
its momentum. It was impossible to 
turn back to search for survivors ; for the 
Paulding itself was in a sinking condi- 
tion. 

It has not, however, been determined 
why the Paulding did not put off at least 
one small boat to make a search before 
steaming from the vicinity. The 8.4 put 
out from New London on Saturday morn- 
ing for a short spin w the coast to 
Provincetown, from where it was 
scheduled to return. 

It is presumed that the submarine made 
most of the trip under water, probably 
just below the surface, and it had come 
up to the surface to enter the harbour 
when the crash came. 


CREW BELIEVED TO BE ALIVE. 

Another indication that life still exists 
among the forty men immured in the 
comes from submarine 8.8, which, from 
a position near by to-day, reported to 
Rear-Admiral Brumby, in charge of the 
submarine fleet, that one of their crew 
has heard signals from the submarine, 
and has been making attempts to get into 
communication with the entombed crew 


by signals.

Allegations of ‘‘ graft’’ in the Borough of 
Queens on a scale Cotisarable only with that 
in the days of the notorious Boss Tweed have 
led the New York State and City authorities 
to begin four separate investigations into the 
laying of sewers in that borough at a cost of 
$16,000,000 (£3,200,000).

A sharp earthquake of eight seconds’ 
duration occurred at 2.20 yesterday morn- 
ing and caused damage over a wide area.

SNOW FALL ALI, 
OVER EUROPE. 
WINTER SPORTS IN FULL 
SWING. 


Dublin -had its first snowiall yesterday, 
but it was hardly ‘visible—just a thin sug- 
gestion of drifting flakes, which was of. 
very brief duration. This occurréd about 
11.50 am., when the temperature was 
about four degrees above freezing point, 
causing the faint powdery snow to vanish 
almost before it was seen. 

These who experienced 
cald of the last few days will be surprised 
to learn that the lowest temperature -re- 
corded in the city was 35 degrees; which 
is three degrees above freezing point. The 
explanation of the biting character of the 
Easterly wind which prevailed lies not so 
much in its temperature as in its relative 
humidity. This wind was very dry, its 
relative humidity being 60 per cent., as 
against a normal 85 per cent. Conse- 
quently the evaporation “from the body 
was more rapid, producing a marked 
sensation of. coldness. 

Six minutes of sunshine were recorded 
in Dublin yesterday and on Saturday. In- 
dications’ at present: point to a continua- 
tion of cold wintry weather in all parts 
ol Jreland, with a possibility of further 
snow. 

The severe weather now extends 
nearly the whole of Kurope, and there is 
no sign of any break. Snow fell yester- 
day morning as far South as Rome, where 
the temperature was at freezing point. 


BELOW ZERO IN ABERDEENSHIRE. 
The frost grew still more intense over 
most of Great Britain yesterday, and in 
many districts it was the coldest day for 
several years. In the _ highlands of 
Aberdeenshire the temperature was re- 
ported to have fallen early yesterday 
morning to the extremely low level of 3 
zero, or 35 dervrees of frost.

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WIRELESS. 

MESSAGFS TO: AMERICA 

AT 200 WORDS A MINUTE. 
———— 


From A Sprctar CoRRESPONDENT, 
: DORCHESTER, Saturday. 

In a silent room, thirty feet square, on a 
wind-swept Dorset moor,.I watched to-day 
messages being transmitted to New York and 
Rio de Janeiro aí the rate of two hundred 
words a minute. It was the transmitting 
Station of the Marconi beam wireless service 
to North and South America, where, with a 

ower of only fifteen kilowatts, messages can 
ve flashed round the world in one-seventh of 
a second, Outside seven steel towers, 227 feet 
high, carry vertical aerials; behind them are 
the reflecting wires, which are a central 
feature of the beam system, concentrating the 
wireless waves in one direction. 

THE TRANSMITTING ROOM. 

_ In the transmitting room ten valves, hidden 
in oil-baths, glowed faintly. The small 
“ brr-brr-brr’’, of the tiny transmitting relav 
sending machines, automatically control'~) by 
land lines from London, was the only sound. 
A small metal tongue in the sender vibrated 
rapidly as an operator in London fed messages 
into the circuits. Ammeters flickered, and in 
New York, three thousand miles away, a 
second operator read off the message. The 
current passing into the. aerial was between 
eight and ten amperes less than is used on 
some motor car lighting® circuits. 

“We are using a sixteen-metre wave for 
America,” Mr. R. N. Vyvyan, engineer-in- 
chief to the Marconi Company, told me, 
‘‘and twentyfour aerial wires in each bay. 
Behind each aerial wire is its reflecfor wire 
placed one-quarter the wave-length away. 
This makes the wire send back the wave in 
the direction of the beam in phase with the 
ether part of the signal, which has not been 
reflected, At each end of the bay the 
reflectors are brought round to prevent the 
beam spreading. 

a, & STRANGE EXPERIENCE. 

We have had some strange experiences. 
The other day conditions were exceptionally 
good. When we found there was blurring 
on the tapes we investigated and discovered 
the message was repeating itself. It had 
gone right round the world, and we were 
receiving it twice, Then we even got a third 
reception, each a fraction of a second later 
than the other, so that the message went 
round the world two and a half times.

IMPRESSIONS OF LONDON AT 


CHRISTMAS TIME, 
PARIS, Saturday. 
An amusing picture of London in the busy 
days just before Christmas is given in the 
Intransigeant, by a writer who a evidently

The article. by its accumulation of small 
details, gives a vivid picture of the difierence 
between the two capitals. What strikes the 


writer above all is the mingling of dignity, 
good manners, grace, haphazardness and care- 
lessness; but above all, he declares, dignity 
predominates, 
| muddy streets; the Russian boots pulled over 


He describes the hurry, in 


the light silk stockings, a sight never seen 
in Paris; the love of sensational details, 
exemplified in the issuing of special editions 
of the papers to describe a crime. 

“ The love of poetry and the taste for crime 
are inherent in the British,” the writer de- 
clares. “They. have also an extraordinary 
taste for journalism; three times an hour 
editions are issued giving half-time football 
results.” He considers that in the matter 
of motor cars in general Britain is a good 
four years behind France. 

On the other hand, describing Christmas 
shopping, he cannot say too much for the 
cheap stores, where all-kinds of useful and 
ornamental commodities can be bought for a 
few pence—far more cheaply than in France, 
The windows of the big shops, he decides, are 
less well set out than in Paris, but are better 
lit up. Among the joys of the Christmas 
holidays, he includes the Zoo, describing the 
new Serpent House as a veritable marvel. 

The article ends on a sombre note, with a 
reference to employment: “ Brilliant, gentle 
England, where the pudding is always boiling

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LORD LAWRENCE OF KINGSGATE. 

Lord Lawrence of Kingsgate, a former 
chairman of the London, Midland and Scot- 
tish Railway, died in London on Saturday 
after a short illness at the age of 72. Lord 
Lawrence’s association with the group of rail- 
ways now merged in the London, Midland and

Scottish Railway extended over forty-two 


years, during which he was vice-chairman of | 


the London and North-Western Railway from 
1904, deputy-chairman from 1912, and chair- 
man from June, 1921. He continued to act 
as chairman until 1924 of the newly formed 
London, Midland and Scottish, when he was 
succeeded by Sir Guy Granet. Lord Lawrence 
was chairman of the Royal Commission on 
Health Insurance in 1924, His father, the 
first Lord Lawrence, of the Punjab, was an 
eminent Indian administrator. His brother, 
General Sir Herbert Alexander Lawrence, was 
Chief of the General Staff to Earl Haig dur- 
ing 1918 and 1919. 


GENERAL C. L. 
A British officer’s gallant fight against 
fanatical Dervishes in Somaliland, in an at- 
tempt to save the lives of two of his com- 
panions, is recalled by the announcement of 
the death at Alassio of Brigadier-General 
Clement L. Smith, V.C., M.C. The attempt 
for which he was awarded the V.C. occurred 
at Jidballi on January 10, 1904, and was thus 
described in the London (Gazette :—‘‘ The 
enemy made a determined rush and got right 
amongst our men. Lieutenant Smith, Somali 
Mounted Infantry, and Lieutenant J. R. Wel- 
land, M.D., Royal Army Medical Corps, went 
out to the aid of a hospital assistant who was 
wounded. The enemy’s advance was so rapid 
that the move failed, and the assistant was 
killed. Lieutenant Smith then did ‘all that 
any man could do to save Dr, Welland, help- 
ing him to mount a horse, and, when that 
was shot, a mule, This also was hit, and Dr. 
Welland was speared by the enemy, Lieu- 
tenant Smith stood by spr. Welland to the 
end, and when that offer was killed was 
within a few paces of him, endeavouring to 
keep off the enemy with his revolver.”

FATHER’S TERRIBLE ORDEAL.

The entire country was thrilled with 
sympathy yesterday for the distressed parents 
of a twelve-year-old girl named Marian 
Parker, who was kidnapped from school for a 
ransom demanded over the telephone by a 
mysterious man giving the name of Fox. The 
country was again thrilled with horror to-day, 
When it read that the girl’s body had been 
pitched out of a passing motor car at the feet 
of her father, Mr. Perry Parker, who had 
brought the requited ransom of $1,500—but 
in vain.

AMERICA’S NAVAL 
POLICY; 


PROBLEM OF CONGRESS. 
——-_—_ 
From “ Tae Times’’ COoRRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGT'UN,. Sunday. 

The hearings before the Naval - Affairs 
Committee of the House of Representatives 
on the subject of the warship building pro- 
gramme will not begin until Congress re- 
assembles after the holiday recess; and 
among “the first to be summoned will be 
Admiral Hilary Jones, and others who were 
present during the Geneva Naval Limitation 
Conference. Already, however, there is 
opposition to the bill, now, with the assent 
of President Coolidge, before the House, on 
the score of the indefiniteness and the power 
it would leave to the President to suspend 
construction, 

Mr, [homag Butler, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, openly favours the dropping of the 
discretionary clause and a modification of the 
measure, so as to provide for a five-year 
programme, which could be suspended only 
by an Act of Congress. How many 16,000 
ton cruisers he will ask for is unknown, but 
elsewhere there is talk of actual appropriation 
for four each year for five years. An agree- 
ment on this point may not be easy, nor, -for 
some reason undisclosed, does anybody stem 
to take kindly to the idea of nine destroyer 
leaders; but the aeroplane carriers asked for 
—which rumour says will be vessels of about 
13,000 tons each—will probably be granted. 

The problem of Congress is obviously to 
find the point of maximum Navy increase, 
without inviting the accusation both at home 
and abroad that the United States is en- 
couraging a renewal of competitive building. 
The country is sensitive on this subject, and 
so 1s President Coolidge, who would deeply 
resent the possible description of himself as 
“a sort of Admiral in sheep’s clothing.”’ 
There is also a desire to disabuse the minds 
of foreign critics of the idea that the United 
States ig trying to force another limitation 
conference something which, it is gathered, 
could be best achieved by taking out of the 
President’s hand any. power to arrest or delay 
whatever construction is ordered. If this 1s 
done it will be vastly pleasing to the “big 
Navy” group, and, if it is not, it will be 
chiefly in crder to escape the charge that the 
foreign policy of the United States contem- 
plates little or nothing but the resort to war,

geographically, and exists exclusively in 
working-class areas. 
GROSS PROFITS. 

The rate of gross profit varies from 18 
to 28 per cent. in the case of beef, and 
from 26 to 31} per cent. in the case of 
mutton. On the assumption (borne out in 
evidence) that the average butcher sells 
three times as much beef as mutton, the 
gross profit over all ranges from 3.15d. per 
Ib. to 4.10d. per Ib., or from 20 per cent. 
to 29 per cent. on turnover. The gross 
profit allowed during control was 3d. 

The Tribunal found it very difficult to 
obtain from witnesses any information as 
to the incidence of expenses per Ib. of 
meat. In the ease of one firm of multiple 
shops the expenses per lb. of meat sold 
ranged from about Idd. to 1fd. From 
figures examined it was shown that the 
overall expenses of a single shop business 
are at the average rate of 12.4 per cent. of 
turnover, as against the average of 15.5 
per cent. in the multiple shops referred to. 

RETAIL PRICES TOO HIGH. 

It appears, therefore (the report con- 
tinues), that the cost prices and selling 
prices are such as to yield a net profit per 
lb. of about 2d., and that this is a con- 
servative estimate, and is, moreover, 
based on cost and selling prices of the 
highest class of meat. It has been found 
by the Royal Commission on Food Prices 
(1925) that 4d. per Ib. iz a iair net profit 
on the retail sale of meat, and this has 
been borne out by evidence tendered to us 
We agree, therefore, that except in the 
case of butchers doing a small trade in 


lb. is adequate. There is no doubt that 
net profits largely in excess of this are 
being made in Dublin, and that retail 
prices generally can afford an appreciable 
reduction. 

We are aware that a large proportion 
of meat of second quality is sold in the 
poorer districts of the City of Dublin, the 
trade being in the hands of a number of 
small traders. In many of these cases the 
trader is himself a butcher who kills his 
but in other cases the meat, 
before it reaches the consumer, passes 
through the hands of an intermediary 
wholesaler, and sometimes of an addi- 
tional retailer who retails only the better 
parts, passing on the rough meat to a 
final retailer. 

MOST PROFIT FROM THE POOR. 

From the nature of the business it was 
dificult to obtain particulars similar to 
those 
class meat, but we incline to the view that 
the amount of profit per Ib. secured by the 
retailer of second quality meat is in exceSs 
of that obtained for high-class meat. 

In our inquiry into this relatively minor 
matter of wholesaling an interestang item of 
information emerged. It appears that whole- 
salers’ prices change automatically in sym- 
pathy with the Dublin Cattle Market prices. 
A wholesaler who gave evidence before us 
stated that the retail butchers who were his 
cusiomers were well informed of the ruling 
market price, and knew what reflection to 
expect in the price of the meat they bought 
from him. It is eminently desirable that the 
housewife buying from the retail butcher 
should not be in a less favourable position in 
relation to him than he is to the wholesaler 
in the matter of knowledge of primary prices. 

EXCESSIVE PRICES IN CORK. 

If we put the over-all expenses of a 
butcher’s business at 13d. per Ib. of meat 
sold. says the report, we find that the net 
profits of the Cork butchers who sold beef at 
retail prices generally ruling at the periods 
stated during the fifteen month: ending 
December, 1926, were in October, 1925, 2.35d. 
per Ib.; in May, 1926, 1.85d. per Ib., and in 
December, 1926, 2.75d. per tb. 

While the prices charged by

WATERFORD PRICES: 

ACCOUNTANCY. 

Prices in Waterford exceed those ruling in 
Cork, particularly in the case of mutton. 
We obtamed no information irom witnesses 
as to the cost prices in ] ay. 1926, but we 
find from the returns made to the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Agriculture or that 
month that fat cattle at Waterford Fair 
averaged 8.8d. per lb. dead weight. The cost 
prices given to us in evidence for October 
and November, 1926, ranged from 6:7d. to 
92d. in the case of beef, and from 10d. to 
11.4d. in the case of mutton. These prices 
closely correspond to those in Cork at the 
same dates, 

As cost prices are substantially the same as 
in Cork, and the expenses per lh. cannot 
differ materially from those in Cork, we are 
of opinion that the retail prices of meat in 
Waterford at the periods examined (May and 
November, 1926) were excessive by at least 
2d. per |b. 

It is not uncommon to find that traders, 
particularly the smaller retailers, are accus- 
tomed to think and speak of “‘ net profit “” as 
what is left after personal and household 
expenses are paid. We had submitted to us 
in one case a statement showing a weekly 
net profit of 4s. lld., the deductions made 
to arrive at this including a payment of 
£4 10s. Od. to the upkeep of the family, 
£1 1s. Od. personal pocket money, etc. . 

We are satisfied that cost prices of beef in 
the vear 1926 can be taken at 10d. per Ib. in 
the earlier or dearer period, and 8d. per lb. 
in the fall of the year, these prices being

Most of the 
better class victuallers attributed the high 
price of meat to the high cost of labour, 
paper, twine, repairs, rent, rates, etc. We 
have taken all charges of this nature into 
account, estimating them at Ijd. per Ib. As 
a matter of interest we record the following 
reasons, amongst others, given by the 
victuallers for a higher post-war ratio of 
expenses :

TRAINING OF CHEFS, 
DUBLIN COMMISSIONERS’ | 
SCHEME.

At a meeting of the Dublin City Commis- 
sioners last Saturday the technical education 
report, dealing with the course of training 
for chefs, was submitted. Forty-six candi- 
dates sat for examination, and out of this 
number sixteen were selected as suitable to 
andergo training 

It was agreed that at the end of the course 
a diploma would be given to successful 
students; also that in future apprentices 
would be taken only through the technical 
schools. .Selected candidates would be trained 
for the first year entirely at the technical 
schools and be paid at the rate of 5s. a 
week. For the second year they would be 
allocated for work at different ‘hotels and 
would be paid 10s. a week by the employers. 
The full course of apprenticeship would be 
five years, 

In connection with the new Child Welfare 
Centre it was decided to start classes in 
(a) dressmaking (with special reference to the 
making of clnidren’s and infants’ clothes); 
(b) cookery (with special reference to the pro- 
duction by economic means for the working 
classes); (c) gardening (with special reference 
to the gardens attached to small dwellings). 

The report further stated that the Technical 
Education Department had £22,978 invested 
in National Loan Stock.

CLERICAL MANAGERS AND

Urging upon the Fermanagh Regional

REPLY TO URBAN COUNCIL'S 
CASE.

FURTHER STATEMENT 
TO BE SUBMITTED,

At last Saturday's sitting of the Town 
Tenants Commission in Dublin Mr. G. F. 
Stewart, agent for the Longford and de 
Vesci estates at Kingstown and Monks- 
town, replied to the statement which the 
Urban Council made at a former sitting. 

Mr. M. P. O'Donnell, Vice-Chairman 
of the Kingstown Urban Council, said 
that they had received a copy of Mr. 
George Stewart's reply to the statement 
they had submitted to the Commission on 
November 16. In the short tinie at their 
disposal they had been able to give it 
only superficial examination, and, as it 
appeared that the reply conveyed a wrong 
impression in regard to many material 
matters, and that it required a consider. 1 
answer, they proposed to submit a furthe ¢ 
statement, and he asked the Commission 
to fix a date. ! 

The Chairman (Mr. Justice Meredith) 
said that they would do so.

NEW ARTISANS’ 
DWELLINGS. 


Mr. Stewart, replying to the case presented 
by the Council, said that the estate might 
be said to consist of two distinct parts— 

1. The residential portion, consisting of the 
Monkstown property ; and 

2. The town of Kingstown. 

Fifty thousand pounds had been spent by 
the owners in developing the property in the 
middle of the last century, which represented 
eight years of the gross rental of the estate 
at that time. The district of Glenageary was 
highly developed, a very large number of fine 
villa residences being built there, as well as 
Roval terrace and Crosthwaite Park, and he 
had no hesitation in stating that this property, 
comprising by far the largest portion of the 
Kingstown estate, would bear comparison 
with any other property similarly situated 
either in this country or in any other. 


THE VILLAGE OF SALLYNOGGIN. 

Not far from Glenageary there was the old 
village of Sallynoggin, whith was a most 
dilapidated spot. The old cottages, originally 
built of mud, were in 1900 surrendered to the 
estate, and since then every one of these 
cabins had been cleared away and replaced 
by new artisans’ buildings. A considerable 
block of them was built by the Urban Council, 
Lord Longford himself built thirteen, and a 
number were built by the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Trust. A large school had been built 
on a free site, and instead of being an cye- 
sore the village was now a credit to the 
district. 5 

Referring to the Kingstown part of the 
estate, Mr. Stewart said that he agreed 
generally with the opening statement of the 
Kingstown Council, that the circumstances of 
Kingstown were exceptional. Great changes 
had been made by the expenditure on the 
harbour and the railway, the former by the 
Free State Government and the latter by the 
railway company. Neither the owners nor 
the lessees expended their money on these 
works, but the former were, and are, owners 
in fee of the adjoining estate, and, therefore, 
mainly entitled to the advantages due to its 
position beth as a seaside resort and to its 
proximity to Dublin. It should be borne in 
mind that the lessees of the estate had reaped 
the entire advantages due to these circum- 
stances. during the term of their leases, and 
that during that period the owners had no 
advantages therefrom so far as the town of 
Kingstown was concerned. He also agreed 
as to the sub-leasing of the original lease- 
holds, the value at each sale or sub-leasing 
being redu¢ed as the term of the head lease 
shortened. 

“ GROSSLY INACCURATE.” 

With regard to the rest oí the atatement oí 
the Urban Council, it, was, with a few excep- 
tions, grossly inaccurate, and certainly pre- 
sented a view of the case in no way justified 
by the facts. As to the statement that the 
owners made little or no contribution towards 
the development of the property and, with 
two or three exceptions, the roads, drainage, 
water supply and lighting, he said that from 
1805 to 1886 every road in the estate was 
made by the owners. Since 1886 the 
following roads had been made:—The 
road from the public baths to 
Sandycove, under a Government grant, 
on which ex-Service men were employed; 
all the lands and amenities adjoining were 
provided free by the owners. They also gave 
the Council three houses, the poor law valua-

| tions of which were £40, £28 and £22, as 


these houses interfered with the line of the 
road, These conditions also applied to the 
link road connecting the sea road with Glas- 
thule road. For these roads no other assist- 
ance was asked from the estate. 

The Library road work was carried out 
by the Council under a loan, the arrange- 
ment being that where the owners gave the 


It | Council the land on either side of the road 
| the Council should pay for the road, and that 
'whéere the owners retained both sides they 


should pay the proportionate amount of the 
instalment, of the loan. Under this agree- 
ment the Council were given land for the 
children’s playground and for the erection 
of a number of artisans’ houses. The estate 
paid their share of the loan where the land 
remained in their hands. This arrangement 
remained in force until 1922, when the re- 
mainder of the land adjoining the road was 
taken for the sailors’ and soldiers’ dwellings, 
and the estate freed from further contribu- 
tion, 
DEVELOPING THE PROPERTY. 

For the link road and the short extension 
(150 feet) of Paradise row into George's 
street the land was given free, and the 
owners gave a contribution of £200 towards 
making the connecting road between Crofton 
road and the road near the railway line, the 
owners having no control over the land. 
Instead of the local authority having ex- 
pended large sums of money on ame Á of 
which it was suggested the estate sought to 
take undue advantage, the facts were that 
the owners spent large sums of money in 
developing the property by roads and other- 
wise, and added thousands of pounds to the 
valuation of the township and a correspond- 
ing amount in annual rates to the Urban 
Council, 

Dealing with drainage, he said that the 
owners contributed a full moiety in propor- 
tion to their rental to drainage, the sum 
last year being £500. 

Every church in the township had a grant 
for at least 999 years at a nominal rent never 
exceeding £1. The Carnegie Library and 
every national school was free of rent. 


THE PEOPLE'S PARK. 

When the Urban Council proposed to buy 
the site of the People’s Park from the Board 
of Works the late Lord de Vesci offered to 
p: the purchase money, but this was re- 
fused. When the Workmen's Club was built 
the owners and their families, notably Lady 
“> Vesci, were among the most generous 
contributors. The contributions of the estate 
towards philanthropic and charitable objects 
since 1903 amounted to £7,000. He contested 
the accuracy of the statement that the Town 
Tenants Bill of 1906 was brought about by 
the conditions on the Kingstown Estate. 

Having mentioned some specific cases 
in which he thought the action of 
the estate was reasonable, Mr. Stewart 
reforred to the houses on Royal ter- 
race road, and said that owing to their 
situation on the broad road leading from 
the railway station, the post office and the 
sea-front the agents thought the site ought 
properly to be used for shops, and, therefore, 
that the houses then existing, which were 
only moderate and lie back irom the road, 
cought not to be leased as they stood. That 
was the sole reason why eight houses in 
question were treated differently from the 
rest of the estate, The ninth house was 
made a present to the parish priest for the 
enlargement of the grounds of the handsome 
church at the head of the road. 

He went on to say that their contention 
was that in fixing the new rents at £20 for 
houses valued at from to £40, the 
average being about £35, and the letting 
value admitted belore the Commission being 
£60, the owners acted very genorously 
towards the lessees. 

THE SLUM QUESTION. 

Dealing with the question of the slums i 
1903 he ;aid that it should borne in 
mind that up to May, 1903, and in some 
owing to/the existence of the 
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intervene, and consequently thev could have 
no responsibility, whereas the Council itself 
had ben mm a position to interfere for many 
years, during which period the slums had 
been in possession ot local people. 
Nothing, however, was done until the leases 
fell in in 1903, and the owners came into 
possession and the slum question then faced 
them as the most urgent problem the estate 
had to deal with. 

Having stated that at first they got little 
satisfaction from the Council, he mentioned 
the purchase by that body of different blocks 
of vround, and submitted that the estate 
agreed to reasonable terms in these trans- 
actions. Meanwhile the owners had been 
steadily working at the numerous other slums, 
and endeavouring not to rednce unduly at 
any one time the housing accommodation of 
the poorer people. 

Since 1903 the estate had built 51 entirely 
new houses, and 30 where only some parts of 
the original walls were retained, and had 
made extensive repairs and improvements to 
87 others. The total outlay on these estate 
improvements since 1903 amounted to 
£79,800. In addition the owners induced the 
Artisans’ Dwellings Company, by an offer of 
a lease on very favourable terms, to build 
117 new he--es on a plot leased to them, 
and by arrangement with the Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Trust 48 new houses had been built 
for ex-Service men. The slums, it was 
further stated, are virtually gone, but there 
are many houses which require to be rebnilé 
This was being steadily done, and they 
hoped a few more years would see it finished. 


THE GROSS RENTAL. 

As to the allegation that the owners’ rental 
is now £80,000 per annum, or “‘ greatly in 
excess of that sum,” that was totally inaccu 
rate. The gross rental of the estate had 
never in any vear reached half that figure, 
and the expenses of the estate are enormous. 
With regard to the widening of the Main 
street and other matters, it was submitted 
that it is only on the falling in of leases 
that large -mprovements can ever be made. 

As to the final recommendations of the 
Council, of which perhaps the most unrea- 
sonable was that rents fixed within the last 
25 years by agreement between responsible 
persons should now be reviewed by a 
tribunal, he was of opinion that any such 
changes as they proposed would neither be 
in any way pe, we as between landlord 
and tenant nor to the advantage of the com- 
munity at large. If adopted, they would 
break down all confidence in house pro- 
perty, so that no one would ever again pur- 
chase it 4% an investment, and improvements, 
such as had been carried out on the Kings- 
town and Pembrol- estates, would never be 
repeated. 

THE OWNERS. 

As to the improvements since 1903, while 
he desired to give the Urban Council, with 
whom he had heen personally working 
amicably for nearly 40 years, every credit 
for their share in this good work, he con- 
sidered also that the owners had contributed 
very largely to the improvement of the town, 
and that they should be given their just and 
proper share of the credit.
